on Topeka joiuts. The women had lteeu 
promised aul by several male students 
at Wash borne, who were to come to 
town armed after midnight and person­ 
ally take part in the raid and also to see 
the crusaders were not molested. 
The excitement at the meeting was 
Intense, as the women were planning 
minutely for the raid. 
It was decided 
to saunter out at 8 o’clock this morning 
aud demolish every joint in the town.

* of wireless telegraphy has been devel­ 
oped by the weather bureau. 
"It is a 
success,” -aid Willis S. Moore, chief of 
the borean. "Wa have been experi­ 
menting for a year at Cobbs island in 
the Potomac river, TO miles below Wash­ 
ington. 
"We have completed an apparatus 
that we expect will enable us to signal 
i ships f»00 miles or more out at sea. 
We 
shall soon send out ships equip;ted with 
receiving instruments. 
We have just 
completed a station at Roanoke, N. O., 
and will soon have stations at Hatteras 
and Cape Henry. 
"We have succeeded in telegraphing 
perfectly with our wireless system for 
OO miles over a rough country around 
Washington. That, I believe, is fully 
equal to tho l**st transmission that has 
ever Ihh-ti accomplished by the Marconi 
method. Our system is quite distinct 
from his and is being developed along 
our own lines, 
"We Im vc succeeded in sending mes­ 


sa g es for some distance from a staff sully 
three feet high. 
We have established 
regular communication between the lab­ 
oratory and Washington, 60 miles. One 
of our men has a farm near Fort Myer, 
Va., just across from Washington. 
A 
staff IOO feet high was on the place and 
at the top we placed oar instruments. 
We wert* able to communicate with the 
island as regularly and as freely as 
though we were working over a wire. 
The speed of the wave was practically 
that of light. 
"We used a system of dots and dashes 
and our receiver was of the ‘sounder’ 
type. 
We read messages by sound. We 
expect, however, to develop a receiver 
that will record messages. Notwith­ 
standing our success it does not seem 
that wireless telegraphy is developed 
yet to the point where it can be used 
for ordinary commercial purposes on 
land 
conditions that surround cities would 
prove obstacles.”

At the day session the pension appro* 
priafiou bill appropriating #144,(XX),OOO 
was J (assert after a few m inutes conoid- I 
erat ion. 
The ship subsidy hill was then 
taken up aud 
Messrs. M eLaurin of 
South Carolina and Morgan of Ala- I 
bania, both Democrats, made speeches 
upon it. 
Mr. M eLaurin announced his 
intention to support the bill and Mr. 
Morgan opposed it, in vigorous language. 
Mr. Allison was asked by Mr. Morgan 
for an estim ate for the appropriations 
for the present session, and the latter 
replied that.he thought the aggregate 
would be about $750,OOO,(XX). 
Mr. Hale 1 
expressed the opinion that the figures 
would be nearly $8(X),000,000. 
The senate passed the bill for the pay­ 
ment of travel allowances on disohage 
from the volunteer arm y to officers and 
enlisted men of tho Eleventh cavalry 
and Thirty-sixth aud Thirty-seventh 
regim ents of infantry who entered the 
m ilitary service of the U nited States in 
the Philippines and also a bill putting 
in force in the Indian Territory tho Laws 
of Arkansas relating to corporations. 
Mr. (Willinger stated th at 1600 nam es 
had been placed on the pension rolls 
thus far on account of the Sfw.ui.sh w ar 
at an annual cost of about #270,000. 
The postoffice appropriation bill, tho 
debate on which has consumed almost 
an entire week in the house, has been 
passed. 
The debate hovered 
about 
three topics, railw ay mail fwy, pneu­ 
matic tube service and apodal fast mail 
facilities, but it bore no fruit. 
The 
am endm ent to reduce the rate of rail­ 
way mail pay was ruled out on a point 
of order, the am endm ent to continue 
the pneumatic tube service in New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia was 
alwndoncd w ith tho purpose of m aking 
tho fight in the senate aud the motions 
to strike out the appropriations for spe­ 
cial mail facilities were defeated. 
The speaker laid before the house cer­ 
tified copies of the electoral vote in the 
several states, excepting those of Colo 
rado aud Tennessee. 
The vote will be 
counted at a joint session of the house 
aud senate Feb. 13. 
Tho senate bill to allow travel pay to 
certain officers and men who reenlisted 
in the Philippines upon their discharge 
from the volunteer service was passed 
The house took up the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill aud Mr. H itt 
hairm an of the committee on foreign 
affairs, explained that the bill "partied 
#1,808,808.

Tn the senate Mr. B eaty’s bill appro­ 
priating #30,(XX) w ith which to construct 
three additional agricultural experim ent 
stations was finally passed. 
The inmate finally passed, w ith slight 
am endm ent, a bill by Mr. H arris of 
H unt prohibiting the use of money in 
; primary and general elections. 
Mr. Ilarris of Bexar secured the final 
passage of his bill exempting school 
trustees from giving bond for costs in 
snits to which they are parties in their 
fiduciary characters. 
Mr. T urner’s hill providing for the 
punishment of persons who blackmail a 
th iid party through a relative 
was 
paused finally. 
Upon motion of Mr. Doyle of Wise, 
the house took up Senate bill No. 48, 
providing for the establishm ent of a 
state norm al institute at Denton- 
This bill intended to make effective a 
law {Kissed by the Twouty-sixth legis­ 
lature by m aking sn appropriation of 
#20,(XX) annually and by providing that 
tuition a t the school shall bi' free.
